1. EMBASSY HAS BECOME AWARE OF SEVERAL CASES IN WHICH POLICE AND 
MINISTRY OF INTERIOR HAVE REFUSED RECOGNIZE VALIDITY OF VISAS 
ISSUED BY FORMER AFGHAN GOVERNMENT. THE MINISTRY OF FOREIGN 
AFFAIRS DOES NOT CONFIRM THE EXISTENCE OF NEW RULES. SO FAR, ALL 
CASES HAVE INVOLVED CURTAILMENT OF STAY OF TOURISTS WHO HAD 
ALREADY BEEN ADMITTED TO AFGHANISTAN. AS FAR AS WE KNOW, NO ONE 
HAS BEEN DENIED ENTRY AT AIRPORT OR LAND BORDERS BECAUSE THEY HAD 
VISAS ISSUED BY FORMER GOVERNMENT, BUT WE EXPECT THIS DEVELOPMENT 
SHORTLY.
